Young America, over 20,000,000 strong, will soon 
be asenyied again, "to the work-rocm of the school. 
To this apprentice army must our country look for its 
leaders in every line of activity in another genera- 
‘tion—its politicians, lawyers, physicians, priests, 
ministers, in nstructors of youth, fathers and mothers. 

“Several hundred millions of dollars are spent every 
year by the different states to make the educational 
3 efficient from a secular standpoint. 

‘The child’s usefulness and future are not con- 
sidered from any other point of view. 

"That these 20,000,000 children must “seek first 
the kingdom of God, ” that they must know “the only 
true God and Whom He has sent, Jesus Christ,” that 

"the Redeemer of mankind bids parents to tet “the little 
 ghildren come unto Me,” that “One is the Master, 
~ Christ,” is held to be no concern of the state. 

The state is right in expecting the Church to look 
after the religious side of the child’s education; and, 
therefore, the Church is right in establishing her own 
schools for the religious and spiritual training of her 
children; she even has a divine command to teach. 
Effectual religious instruction and the laying of a 
foundation for piety and virtue would be impossible 
unless it were concomitant with secular instruction, 
unless conscience were trained along with the mem- 
ory, the heart along with the head. What mert are 
counts for more than what they know, their eternal 
destiny is more important, by many thousand times, 
than their destiny here; and hence the cultivation of 
the soul’s spiritual side must not be minimized; it ean- 
not be restricted to a half-hour Sunday instruction. 
On the contrary, the very atmosphere of the school- 
room should be religious all week; al! the intellectual 
food assimilated by the child should have a moral 

salting. 
Therefore, the existence of parish schools is the 
logical outcome of God’s purpose in creating man, and 
could be criticized only by those of whom the Holy 
Ghost speaks, in Deut, XXXII, 29: “O that they 
would be wise, and would understand, and would pro- 
vide for their last end.” 
a The Catholic Church is not hostile to the public 
- \.  8schools, but consistently contends that by occupying 
. themselves only with secular education, they do not 
meet the Almighty’s requirement and all the child’s 
needs; and nothing is sii for her but to supply the 
deficiency.

Still others among the main body of the Sodality may feel them- 
selves especially drawn to promoting the cause of frequent Com- 
wunion and they will form a section for frequent Communion. In 
a word, wherever there exists in the Sodality any number of mem- 
bers who wish to take up an especial sort of activity not participat- 
ed in by the whole Sodality, this is the occasion for forming a sec- 
tion to attend to that particular sort of work. 

These sections are very easily formed and managed. They * 
require only a certain number of Sodalists willing to devote them- * 
@elves to this work and to give some part of their time to it, and °* 
the consent of the director of the Sodality which will never be re * 
fused where the work is timely and does not interfere with some * 
existing activity of the Sodality as a whole. ° 

Finally the organization.is exceedingly simple, as nothing * 
more is necessary than to elect a President for the section and * 
one or two officers, as occasion demands—for inttance, a treasurer * 
and a secretary. The President can then organize and @irect * 
the werk, the members of the section give some of their time to * 
insuring its suecess and the secretary and the treasurer keep the * 
records and funds respectively. Where this is done and the mem- * 
bers are energetic and interested, the settion cannot fall of success * 
in ite own line of activity. . 

Of course it may be objected that the members of a Sodality 
could go ahead and accomplish the work in hand witht the °* 
formality of forming a section. But in that case their work would °* 
not have any assurance of permanence or stability, the members * 
would work without organization and the whole undertaking would * 
lack the sense of solidity and fellowship which the formation of *
